Student Council 
Will Consider 
Investigation Later 

y BEiTTy GRISWOLD, a com- 
mitlee of one investigating Rule 
6, reported to the Student Coun- 
cil at its last meeting that Prof. 
DeWitt Bennett, chairman of 
the Student Life Committee, had 
Interpreted the rule by saying: 

*‘Recognltlan may be granted 
to local Chapin of national or- 
gHnixatlona, provided that the 
national organisation la primar- 
ily concerned in student In- 
tereata. 

*‘Any evidence of the exploita- 
tion of a local organisation In 
behalf of IrHereata adjudged not 
to be closely related to those of 
the students will be eonsidered 
an adequate heals for the ter- 
mination of the reeognition of 
a local organisation.^ 

Professor Bennett explained fur- 
ther by saying that all the student 
body cannot be represented by one 
cluh. 

“Therefore, the University objects 
when a cluh says the entire student 
body thinks this or that as an In- 
stitution policy, when no adequate 
coverage of the student body has 
been made." said Professor Bennett. 

He al.so said that I here is no ob- 
jection to what the students believe 
or say. hut they should specify that 
VlHs the particular group or club 
or uoli holding a certain opinion, 
and not the entire student body, r 
After Miss Griswold submitted 
thl.s report, the Student ’Council 
decided to table the entire subject 
until the report of the Invesllgal- 
ing Committee, composed of repre- 
.senlailves from Magna Carta, Sym- 
, phony Cluh. Literary Cluh. Men's 
Independents, and Farm-I^bor 
Party, Is received. 


• ALTHOUGH the UnlverRlty‘8 
fraternltlen and sororities have 
yet to make their reports, the 
Food Drive Committee an- 
nounced last night that it had 
collected enough money to* feed 
about 250 people on Christmas Day. 

This year’s Food Drive Commit- 
tee has set its goal far above those 
of other years, attempting to make 
over 500 needy Washingtonians 
happy at dinner time next Sunday. 

This Is over three times as large 
as the record Food Drive campaign 
of last year when about 150 persons 
were the guests of the University 
students at Christmas dinner. 

The sororities and fraternities arc 
expected to report tonight and the 
committee anticipates that the pres- 
ent total will be swelled consider- 
ably at that time. 

During the past week most of the 
organl7.atinns on the campus have 
been busily conducting activities of 
various kinds In order to raise 
money and collect toys and clothes 
for the drive. 

By fsr the biggest single con- 
trtbuior to the campaign has been 
the Freshman Club who made the 
<‘offers clank with gusto, turning In 
120 . 

Several other clubs were active 
during the week as the Junloit 
Sophomores, Christian Scientists 
and Engineers collected various 
sums and contributed them to the 
campaign. 

Holding parties In order to col- 
led clothes and toys which will be 
placed under the trees of many 
needy children on Christmas were 
the activities of several other clubs 
Including the Wesle.van Cluh. the 
Newman Cluh and Phi Mu Sorority. 

In addllinn, a number of stores 
have contributed sizeable sums of 
money toward the University's 
Food Drive. 

Among them are the Food Shop, 
Gormeley’s Resteurant. Pearlman's. 
Quigley's. Simon Tailors, Bassln's. 
Jack’s Delicatessen, and the Cameo 
Waffle Shop. 

This year, Incldently, is the first 
thttt. wmk contrlBatldfii Ihom the 
outside merchants has baen to- 
llclted. 

Another method which the Food 
Drive Committee has used to ad- 
vantage this year in the campaign 
Is the collection of money by the 
use of bottles. 

These bottles, placed at various 
vantage points where students 
could drop their spare change, have 
provided a considerable amount of 
the revenue. 

Furthermore, several of the mer- 
chants who have contributed 
money to the drive have aided the 
committee In stilt another way as 
bottles have been placed in the 
Food Shop. Quigley's and Bassln's. 

In connection with the campaign 
a basketball game between the In- 
dependents and the Fraternity All 
Stan, and a dance were held on 
Saturday. 

A gathering of about SO students 
saw the Independents emerge vto 
torlouB by a lS-15 score.

Staff Will Attend 
National Meeting 


Prof. Smith 
Discusses Use 
Of Propaganda 

• AS A SFIQUENCE to a pre- 
vious heated discussion on the 
subject of propaganda In litera- 
ture, the Literary Club last Fri- 
day night presented Prof. Frank 
Smith of Ihi' University English 
department as guest speaker fnr 
the group's .strmid open mecling 
of . the year. 

Smith. who.se biography of 
Thomas Paine was published re- 
cently, spoke on the pronounced 
Influence the wiidngs of the Rev- 
olutionary pniiiot had upon the 
restless and disgruntled American 
colonists end why he is today 
looked upon as or\c of the “great- 
est propagandi.st.s of all time." 

Emphasizing the fact that much 
propaganda In its true sense Is not 
the sinister agent that has come 
to be associated with modern po- 
Utleal influences. Smith described 
briefly .4lto-4ae«a'«i,evoiuikwi which 
has been brought about in stand- 
ard dictionaries for the past 30 
years. 

Smith further pointed out that 
this modern campaign of propa- 
ganda against propaganda without 
any reainnahle differentiation Is 
both harmful and detrimental, and 
he advised the ulHmale return to 
the neutral, pre-War definition of 
the term. 

Although some advertising propa- 
ganda is often harmful. Smith em- 
phafeized the point that the most

The reports Of the National De- 
fen.se Committee, which were the 
main order of business, were tabled 
after the members had devoted the 
entire lime to discussion of only 
one section, aiid that, section was 
from the minority bill. 

Peraonal Attacks 

Personal attacks predominated 
throughout the meeting with the 
president and the parliamentarian 
Oh the receiving end most of the 
time. 

President Eviereil Bellows was 
bitterly criticised for following 
what he said was last year's proce- 
dure In allowing the minority bill 
to come under ijiictflbuih before the 
majority report^ 

Parliamenfnrtsn I^O|rd Wilson 
was placed u:^er alUIng 

with the Demo^ts instead of tak- 
ing his place oa the platform with 
the chairman, and for taking an ac-^ 
tlve part in th* debate on the bill.

Of the 71 ^legates who were 
present when fha meeting opened, 
only .79 cemaited to the end.

• YOU CANT TEACH anyone 
how to write*^ You may be able, 
however, to assist those unfor- 
tunate people afnicted with a 
desire to write by helping them 
acquire a few mechanical aide— 
(the best known is two-flngered 
speed on a typewrlter)r-but first 
the patient. I mean the writer, rnusl 
learn' to have colorful ideas. 

The fnost important part of any 
story i.s the Idea. (This will be 
very difficult for some v^rlters.) 
Ideas are handed out In whole- 
sale iota hy helpful, friends who 
drive writers crazier when they 

• rush up and gasp: •*'l heard some- 
thing today that ought to make a 
mar-r-rrelous story . . , and you 
llaten helplessly. for .thirty minutes, 
wondering all the time whether a 
certain G. W. co-ed will be 0 [ien 
for a date that night, hut remem- 
bering to say "Mm-m-mm" thought- 
fully in the right places. 

Afterwards you go home and 
telephone the G. W. co-ed only to 
learn that she already has a date. 
You eat your dinner di-sconsolalely. 
struggling through two helpings of 
des.sert. Life Is grim. But then, 
underneath your feelings, the writ- 
ing bug begins to wiggle and 
8 Cral<’h you. Jeering; “Well, hot 
stuff! Get an Idea. Start writing! 
It won't be the great American 
novel because that's been done too 
ofien, but It might be something 
good ...” 

And there you are, a few minutes 
later, silting In front of your lype- 
wrller looking at a blank sheet of 
paper and wondering why you 
hadn't taken up something sensit)le 
like accT)untancy or undertaking or 
law. (The law ISn’t sensible, of 
course, but a man has to Ii.ve,i 
Anyway, there you are . . . 

Maybe if you light, your pipe an 
idea wil colme. (This action can 
be prftlonged hy careful practice tT» 
Include a quk'k glance at the funny 
page of the evening paper and a 
couple of Roosevelt stories. > It's 
w’hen the pipe is lighted and y<»u 
are sitting loo comfortably In your 
chair that the bug really Itches 
you. Mostly you sll there and 
.squirm, trying to get an idea, only 
•you never succeed unles.s you start 
the keys tapping. (How’m I doing?) 
But If you forget all the stories 
your friends have told you during 
the day and think a tiny, weeny 
bit. for yourself, like the Repuhll- 
cans are trying to do. then before 
long you'll either be writing or 
sleeping. (I^ots of news columnists 
— Boake Carter, for example ran 
do both at the same time, only 
this U unfair because It’s the read- 
er who has the nightmare.) 

Sometimes you get an idda from 
from an Idea. This is perfectly 
moral, but very , distracting. Y'pu 
sit there loolfiing at the half-filled 
page in your typewriter and you 
get to thinking; “Maybe if I polish 
this up the Salevepost would take 
it— zowie! Now let's see , . . that 
would mean at least 500 bucks!" 
You suck, vigorously at your pipe. 
You could take a trip with 500 
bucks . . . 

You He yourielf sitting behind 
the wheel of a powerful roadster 
— (well, your wagon it a roaster, 
anyway)— driving into mysterious 
mountain country— (make it Caro- 
^ link)— with the purple shadows of 
dusk closing down silently rin the 
ageless hills. Suddenly you see an 
uncouth, tuck-toothed Tnountalneer 
struggling t.t> overpower a beautiful, 
terror-stricken, girl. You jam on 
the brakes, leap out. and beat the 
depraved brute senseless with three 
blows. . (Smme writers can polish 
off villlan.s like this with one blow.) 
Then you stoop and lift the girl 
tenderly- she was knocked down 
in the melee- into your powerful 
road.st^i'. Through the fears mist- 
ing her violet, eyes she looks up at 
you and that look stays in -your 
heart forever. Her shoddy, home- 
made mountain clothes are unable 
to disguise her . . . ah . , . stream- 
line figure and a.s you hold her for 
a single, breathless moment you 
feel her heart f1uttei;ing like a . , . 
like a butterfly against your broad 
chest. (Size 40.) You know your 
whole life has been llvpd as an 
Introductory , sentence to this one. 
hushed paragraph of supreme 
knowledge. (Some writers, espe- 
cially Westbrook PegVer, would 
have the girl look up about this 
time and oonfide: "You’rn the bet- 
ter man, stranger. Let’s us'n 
swing it!

Crude 
remarks like this, however, belong 
only in stories for juveniles and 
should be deleted from all carefully 
prepared adult material. 

You can understand from this 
how careful you’ve^got to be about 
the ideas that come from other 
ideas. They distract from the main 
thou^t Idea of any story. 

The presentation of the Idea is 
very important, too. This caji be 
mastered by constant practice. No 
sane person, of courn, would at- 
tempt to take a hodge-podge of 
ideas that Included helpful friends, 
the funny page. Boake Carter, a 
violet-eyed mountain girl, a tusk- 
tdothed yilllan.

Hurkgroiind Given 

Back of this lack of knowledge, 
however, is the history of Cue &. 
Curlaln and the Literary Club, both 
of which have housed notable 
rivalries. 

The drama society has long been 
considered a Sigma Chi activity. 
The Sigs acted in Us plays, always 
controlled its ofhees. Last year, In 
consequence, they were on the spot 
when the outfit collapsed. 

Promptly boosted into the vacat- 
ed throne of President Ed Stev- 
lingson was Cousin John Kendrick, 
^Sigma Chi's new ruler of the drama. 

Enter Betsy Yates. 

'Yates vs. Rigs 

Miss Yates had been in the rlub 
for some time, acted In many plays. 


Pomioally ambltloui. she wanted 
to control the club as well as be 
its star. A quite legitimate ambi- 
tion. of course. 

But standing in her way was 
Sigma Chi. Yates belonged to the 
political opposition parly, Service, 
through attraction to K. D., which 
she ,once pledged. Sigma Chi was 
thus the enemy on several sbores. 

So, at the opening of this schdol 
year, Yates went into action. She 
wB.R going to overturn the vested 
interests and put Cue gnd Curtain 
in work as a democratic activity. 

And it must be said that her ac- 
tivity, combined with other en- 
ergies which were suddenly re- 
leased onto the sleepy drama out- 
fit, succeeded to a large degree.

Miss Yates called a meeting

Cousin 
John had not been totally unsus- 
pecilng, however. 

Net result. Sigma Chi stayed In 
control, Yales explained her favor- 
ite brain child and was tent as 
delegate to the new Theater Board. 

In Re Packing 

Meantime, the Board has not 
caught on so wHl with members, 
who had better learn about If, since 
the drama funds are 100 per cent 
in its^charge. The Theater Idea it 
really worthwhile; It^jemalnt to 
get worthwhile cooperation. 

As far as the packing is con- 
cerned, it was well brought out last 
week that people do not care to at- 
tend business meetings, wrangle 
<fver by-laws, and other dull stuff. 
As e matter of fact, C A C held 
two meetings recently. 

At one, the play production sec- 
tions met under direction of Ward 
McCabe, and dozens of people were 
out. Only a handful showed up for 
the business meeting last Thursday 

After all, C?ue .and Curtain and 
the Theater Board are going .to be 
known by their productions, not 
by their meetings.

Congress Lays an Egg 


• THE FIRST LEGISLATIVE meeting of the Congress was prob- 
ably as complete a failure as that "talking body" will ever achieve. 
From that. It rhlght be heartening to conclude that anything it does 
hereafter will be an Improvement. 

Unfortunately for the Congress, however,- the student body 
affd the various party members who are sincerely interested in 
seeing the group amount to something worthwhile, will not btf dis- 
posed to pay much attention to the Congress " 
unless it recovers itself promptly. 

To sum up on what the Congress DID NOT 
do, we might • say that apparently its opening 
session had no practical result whatever, except 
to cause several members to resign. It passed 
one section of a minority report, without even 
having considered the report of its majority committee members. 

Then it tabled the entire bill! , 

To us, it seems clear that two things caused the Congress to 
lose control of Itselfs (1) the leadership, including President Bel- 
lows, the parliamentarian, the party Readers, and the Rules Com- 
rrtittee, failed to outline a clear procedure and rules guiding the 
mehibers along that procedure: and (2) the large number of new 
members, who have been someWhat more ambitious to display, 
parliamentary skill than knowledge of the bill under discussion. 

The first big error was on the part of the chair, when he per- 
mitted the minority report, quite erroneously, to become the basis 
for discussion, instead of the Committee bill. 
Members were chofused, numerous.j attempts 
were made to substitute the majority sections 
All were out of order

The Rules Committee failed to provide a 
set of rules comprehensive enough to keep dila- 
tory tactics from consuming all the debate time. This left the 
chair powerless to control the body to any extent whatever. Just 
before the final motion to table the bill, complete anarchy de- 
scended on the Cohgress. As many as 25 members were trying to 
make motions at one time — all of them out of order. And the chair 
was unable to enforce any rulings, or control the group in any way.. 

To remedy this sltuatipn Is clearly the duty of the Rules Com- 
mittee, which must promptly adopt a set of rules that will have 
this general effect: First, adequate discussion, with reasonable 
time limits, must be secured: time must be largely spent on the 
bills, not on voting to uphold rulings by the 
chair; and finally, the bills must be passed by 
the Congress. 

We hope these things will be done, because 
we think ft is important that student opirilon on 
national affairs be as Informed as possible. For- 
eign affairs, and especially the question of an 
adequate national defense, will shortly come before the national 
Congress. That our students, as American citizens, have an in- 
terest In what that legislature will do, cannot be questioned. 

Our own Congress must first regain general student respect, 
and then settle down to debate on these Issues. For we believe 
that there will come a time when any such discussion will be im- 
possible. 

Let’s have sane, democratic discussion just as long as possible.

Bgoinsi Clemson the night hefore, b/enched Boh Farls and Sid SilkowHz 
for The Citadel game, and the enllrc. contest was played with only one 
regular, George Garber, In the lineup.. 

Acting Captain Dave Osborne, 
starting his itr.<>t game of the cur- 
rent season, distinguished himself 
wlh his skillful all-around piay. 

Dave led the ColohlaU with a 
steady hand, and also waS the 
team's high scorer, accounting ior 
11 points with five ba.slcel8 and one 
free throw. 

If was Osborne who stopped the 
Bulldogs' most promising scoring, 
spree by dropping In three field 
goals just hefore the half ended 
to give the Buff a 20-16. advantage. 

The half, and Citadel’s hopes for 
victory ended soon after, for the 
Byllriogs were never again In a 
threatenlngVosItion. and fell stead- 
ily behind for the rest of the game.

In touching upon the high- 
lights in Ihe cqreer of the versa- 
tile ‘Paine, Smith acknowledged 
lhat much of the essayist's suc- 
cess lay in the circumstances, both 
social ami political, under which he 
lived. Not only the growing rest- 
lessness in this country but also 
the seeds of revolution ip France, 
offered him the richest of oppor- 
tunitie.s to attack the monarchial 
system in general. 

Smltlv quoted several references 
from the more popular of Paine’s 
works, including "The Crisis." 
which was written immediately be- 
fore the American Revolution; 
"Common Sense", which appeared 
in Ihe winter of 1777 during Ihe 
colonists' retreat: and ‘The Rights 
of Man", which had Ihe dual pur- 
pose of encouraging the French in 
their revolt against aristocracy and 
also defending democracy In gen- 
eral. 

Democracy, according to Smith, 
although on Ihe aggressive In 
Paine’s day, is at present on the 
defensive and can be saved* only by 
combatting the lies of recognized 
malicious propaganda with the ac- 
tual truth. '
